THE Baptist Wor.Lp 
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6,000 Young People Expected... 


THE Hon. John G. Diefenbaker, Prime 
Minister of Canada, has agreed to speak on 
“Bases For World Peace” at the Sunday 
evening sessions of the 5th Baptist Youth 
World Conference in Toronto June 27-July 
2, 1958. 

Mr. Diefenbaker already had told Doug- 
las Gow, chairman of the arrangements 
committee for Canadian Baptists, that he 
would serve as honorary patron for the 
occasion which is expected to attract 6,000 
young people from 50 nations of the world. 

His agreement to speak was announced 
by Robert S. Denny, associate secretary of 
the Baptist World Alliance, after Mr. 
Denny and Dr. Theodore F. Adams, presi- 
dent of BWA, visited with the Prime Min- 
ister and Mrs. Diefenbaker during recent 
sessions of the North American Women’s 
Union of BWA in Toronto. 

Both Mr. and Mrs. Diefenbaker are 
Baptists. Mrs. Diefenbaker, daughter of 
a Baptist minister, addressed the women’s 
meeting. 

Born in Ontario but educated at the 
University of Saskatchewan, Mr. Diefen- 
baker served overseas during World War I, 
then returned home to gain high esteem 
as a lawyer in Western Canada. He be- 
came a member of the Canadian House of 
Commons in 1940, and was chosen to lead 
the Conservative party in the federal field 
in December 1956. After serving as leader 
of the opposition in Parliament during the 
spring of 1957, he was catapulted to the 
Prime Minister’s post in the election of 
June 1957. 

He has been influential in international 
affairs for more than two decades, includ- 
ing membership of the Canadian delegation 
to the United Nations.

All Continents Represented As 


North American Women Meet .. . 


“The Family Circle of God” 


A THOUSAND North American women 
were joined by representatives from each 
of the world’s other continents when the 
North American Women’s Union of the 
Baptist World Alliance held its second 
continental assembly at Toronto, Canada, 
November 5-7. 

The women, representative of 10-million 
women members of Baptist churches the 
world over, participated in a fellowship and 
worship program on the theme “The 


Family Circle of God.” 
Mrs. Hodge Re-elected 


They received also a completed consti- 
tution for their union which had been 
launched in Washington, D. C. and was im- 
plemented at the first continental assembly 
in Columbus, Ohio, in 1953 and again at 
the Baptist World Congress in London in 
1955. 

Mrs. Maurice B. Hodge of Portland, 
Ore., was re-elected president of the conti- 
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nental union. Other officers, also re-elected, 
are Mrs. W. C. Smalley of Edmonton, 
Alta., secretary, and Mrs. R. L. Mathis of 
Waco, Texas, treasurer. Three members 
at large were named to the official group: 
Mrs. F. C. Wigginton of Pennsylvania, 
Mrs. Walter Grosser of Illinois, and Mrs. 
Lawrence Tyree of Ohio. 


World Fellowship Emphasized 


The women entered into a campaign to 
obtain a minimum of 5,000 new subscrip- 
tions to THE Baptist Wortp. Mrs. Edgar 
Bates of Canada reported ‘that more than 
$12-million has been given by North 
American Baptists for foreign aid through 
the Baptist World Alliance during the past 
five years. 

Dr. Theodore F. Adams, BWA presi- 
dent, told the assembly that the zeal of 
Baptist women has made them leaders in 
establishing world fellowship.

Highlight of the session was interna- 
tional night, when Mrs. George R. Martin, 
chairman of the BWA women’s depart- 
ment, presented six continental chairmen 
for reports on Baptist women’s work in 
their areas. Speakers included Mrs. J. T. 
Ayorinde, Africa; Mrs. Ayako Hino, Asia; 
Mrs. A. C. Church, Australia; Mrs. F. F. 
Pepper, Europe; Mrs. Ester de Silva Diaz, 
South America; and Mrs. Hodge, North 
America. 

The continental union sessions had been 
preceded by a three day meeting of the 


executive committee of the BWA Women’s 
Department, with Mrs. Martin presiding. 
Overseas visitors also included Mrs. Rachel 
Iversen of Norway. 


Missionary Decorated By Queen 


Miss May Perry, Southern Baptist mis- 
sionary to Nigeria, was one of 27 American 
citizens and British subjects decorated by 
Queen Elizabeth II on her visit to the 
United States in the first investiture ever 
held by a British sovereign on American 
soil. The brief but colorful ceremony was 
held at the British Embassy in Washington, 
D.C., on the morning of October 19. 

Miss Perry was made an Officer of the 
Order of the British Empire last June, an 
honor given to persons who have served 
with distinction in the British Empire. 
Miss Perry was recognized for educational 
service in Nigeria.

Travel to

The Baptist World Alliance Executive 
Committee, on recommendation of its Ad- 
ministrative Committee, after careful study, 
has requested Brownell Tours of Birming- 
ham, Ala., to coordinate the travel, sight- 
seeing, and hotel arrangements for the 
Baptists going to Rio de Janeiro for the 
Tenth Baptist World Congress in 1950. 
Since the Baptist World Alliance has not 
appointed a coordinator of travel to any of 
its previous meetings, we want all our con- 
stituency to understand why this action was 
thought necessary for the Rio Congress. 


Facilities Limited 

In the case of previous meetings in 
Europe and North America, transportation 
and hotel facilities were more than ade- 
quate for our crowds. In the case of South 
America however, both transportation and 
hotels are more limited. This is especially 
true in some of the centers where Baptists 
will want to visit their mission fields. 

Much more transportation service than 
normal will have to be arranged in order 
to get the crowds of Baptists into Rio be- 
fore the Congress’ opening and then get 
them out as quickly as possible after the 
close of the meetings. Travel into mission 
areas where hotel space is limited must be 
arranged systematically so that not too 
many travelers will be in any one place at 
the same time. 

The carriers with service to South 
America—both steamship lines and_air- 
lines—requested almost a year ago that 
the Alliance appoint a travel company to 
coordinate the travel so that these diffi- 
culties could be overcome. 


Terms Are Explained 


There are tour companies. There are 
travel agents. There are tour directors. 
They generally work cooperatively, not in 
competition one with another. 

Tour companies, like Brownell Tours, 
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Rio, 1960

are primarily wholesale companies, with 
world-wide connections, who do this kind 
of coordinating of big movements. Travel 
agents are local agents who serve the travel 
needs of their customers on a personal con- 
sultative basis. Tour directors usually are 
private individuals who arrange a group 
of 15 or more interested travelers and 
escort this group on a tour or to a world 
meeting. 

Tour directors usually arrange their 
itinerary and travel and hotel space 
through a retail travel agent, who in turr 
coordinates his activities with one of the 
wholesale companies. 

The usual procedure in the case of world 
meetings, such as the Congress in Rio, is 
for one of the wholesale companies to be 
appointed as travel coordinator. Tour 
conductors and travel agents then are ad- 
vised that their work can be best accom- 
plished, for the good of all, through co- 
operation with the coordinating company 
in its over-all plan.

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In a Nutshell 


Here, then, is what the Baptist World 
Alliance has done to make your travel to 
Rio as convenient, economical, and pleas- 
ant as possible. 

At the request of many individuals who 
have conducted groups, at the request of 
several denominational leaders, at the re- 
quest of the carriers themselves, the BWA 
has asked Brownell Tours to coordinate 
the activities. In return for this, Brownell 
Tours will help promote attendance at the 
Congress in Rio. 

Already, hundreds of travel agents in all 
48 states and Canada have been notified by 
Brownell Tours of the dates and place of 
our up-coming Congress. Travel agents 
have been urged to get in touch with Bap- 
tist laymen and ministers suggesting that 
they start planing now to go to Rio in 1960. 

Also, Brownell Tours is already in con- 
sultation with airline companies and steam- 
ship lines about special space and services 
for accommodation of Baptists going to 
Rio. Fullest possible use is being arranged 
for some new ships and planes which are 
now under construction for use in 1960. 
Large blocks of hotel rooms have already 
been reserved in Rio and throughout South 
America. 


Variety of Tours Available 


Brownell Tours will offer through local 
travel agents a wide assortment of tours 
which will make it possible to include all 
the mission fields sponsored by Canadian 
Baptists, American Baptists and Southern 
Baptists in South and Central America and 
the Caribbean. 


These tours will be planned in consulta- 
tion with the mission boards and with the 
interest of the missionaries and facilities of 
the mission stations in mind. Some of the 
mission stations, for instance, can accom- 
modate only a limited number of visitors 
per day, while others can handle several 
hundred. Itineraries are being arranged 
to allow for these limitations. 

Mr. James Cobb, a Baptist. of Brownell 
Tours is touring South America now, No- 
vember 11-December 18, conferring with 
missionaries and local travel agents. 
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DR. OHRN RETURNS FROM 
TEN WEEKS IN EUROPE 


Dr. Arnold T. Ohrn, general sec- 
retary of the Baptist World Alliance, 
returned to Washington November 
23, following a_ten-week visit 
among European Baptists. 

His report was a highlight of 
the BWA Administrative Committee 


meeting November 26, and will be 


reported with other Committee 
business in next issue. 

Dr. Ohrn’s European itinerary 
included consultation on plans for 
the European Baptist Congress in 
West Berlin next July 26-31 and 
the meeting of the BWA Executive 
Committee in Ruschlikon-Zurich 
next August. 


Purpose Restated 


The Baptist World Alliance is interested 
in encouraging a maximum number of 
people to attend the Congress in Rio. It 
also is interested in encouraging a maxi- 
mum number to visit mission stations (at 
times convenient to missions) sponsored by 
the various Baptist groups. The members 
of the BWA Executive Committee believe 
that its agreement with Brownell Tours will 
serve this end and make travel as conven- 
ient and pleasant as possible. 

The arrangement is expected also to re- 
sult in many economies for the traveler, 
primarily through the concentrated buying 
power of the coordinating company and 
through maximum utilization of all avail- 
able facilities. 


Presbyterians Meet in Brazil 


As Baptists make plans for their Tenth 
Baptist World Congress in Rio de Janeiro, 
Brazil, July 26-August 3, 1960, word comes 
that the 18th General Council of the World 
Presbyterian Alliance will meet at Campi- 
nas, Brazil, exactly a year earlier, July 27- 
August 6, 1959. The Council meeting will 
coincide with the celebration of the 100th 
anniversary of the founding of the Pres- 
byterian Church in Brazil.

Dr. Ohrn’s Visit Appreciated 
The Rev. Roy B. Wyatt of Barcelona, 


Spain, has written concerning the visit of 
Dr. Arnold T. Ohrn to that country: “We 
have greatly enjoyed the visit of Dr. Ohrn. 
His messages have inspired our people and 
thrilled them as he depicts the great world 
wide fellowship to which we belong. This 
morning he talked with the students of the 
Seminary on the significance of baptism. 
It was a profound and stirring lecture. We 
are amazed at his scholarship and yet his 
warm love of people. His visit has been a 
great blessing to Spanish Baptists. I fear 
we have worn him out, taking him from 
one church to another every night.” 


Dr. M. E. Aubrey 


Dr. Melbourn Evans Aubrey, one of 
Great Britain’s most highly honored Bap- 
tist leaders, died on October 18. He was 
general secretary of the Baptist Union of 
Britain and Ireland from 1925 to 1951, and 
filled many other places of leadership in 
British Baptist life. 

Before becoming secretary of the Baptist 
Union, he was pastor in Cambridge, where 
his ministry influenced many Cambridge 
students. He delivered the Loyal Address 
on behalf of the Free Churches at the 
coronation of the late King George. Later 
he became the first Free Churchman to ad- 
dress a convocation of the Established 
Church of England. The King made him 
a Companion of Honor in 1937, in recog- 
nition of his services. 


For many years he was one of the lead- 
ing members of the Baptist World Alliance, 
serving as a member of the Executive 
Committee and of the Administrative Sub- 
committee in London. He gave major 
addresses on at least four occasions at 
BWA Congresses, in Stockholm, 1923; 
Toronto, 1928; Atlanta, 1939; and Cleve- 
land, 1950. 
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Africa 
Scholarship Fund Sought 


Nigerian Baptists are seeking £2,000 for 
a Scholarship Fund to help educate leader- 
ship for the denomination in that West 
African country. It was particularly 
stressed during Education Week last Sep- 
tember. 

The Scholarship Fund is now helping to 
train 5 students in University College, 
Ibadan; 5 students in Nigerian College of 
Arts, Science and Technology; 1 student 
in Fourah Bay College, Sierra Leone; 1 
student in the United Kingdom; and 12 
students in the United States. 


Baptist Hospital in Ghana 


Baptist work in Africa’s newest nation, 
Ghana, received a boost in groundbreaking 
services for a Baptist hospital at Nalerigu 
in September, when Southern Baptist mis- 
sion leaders told the Africans that their 
medical work is “an expression of Christ’s 
compassion and love.” 

Dr. George M. Faile, Jr. and his African 
helper, Samuel Olawumi, have begun out- 
patient clinics with the aid of a mobile 
dispensary. The Leprosy Service is also 
turning over to Dr. Faile’s care some 
2,000 leprosy patients now attending clinics 
near Nalerigu. 

But, says Dr. Faile, “We cannot begin 
development of a central leprosy settlement 
unless another doctor comes.” He ex-

pressed need also for a missionary nurse 
and said that an administrator-chaplain 
could multiply the work’s evangelistic effec- 
tiveness. 

There are about 83,000 people in the 
Nalerigu vicinity, and some 8,000 leprosy 
cases within a 40 or 50 mile radius. Dr. 
Faile is the third doctor in an area of more 
than a half million people. 


Healing and Education at Kimpese 


Kimpese, in the Belgian Congo, is a hos- 
pital and education center for cooperation 
among missionary groups, including the 
Baptist Missionary Society (Great Britain) 
and the American Baptist Foreign Mission 
Societies. 

The cooperative hospital has four main 
divisions—for medical, surgical, maternity, 
and orthopedic cases. Two doctors, three 
nursing sisters, a business man, and a min- 
ister and his wife join African helpers in 
forming the hospital staff. Seventy Afri- 
can young men are being trained as nurses, 
after being selected from among Christians 
at Congo mission stations. 

The educational center at Kimpese con- 
sists of kindergarten, primary, secondary 
and technical schools, a college for the 
training of teachers, and a theological col- 
lege. Altogether, there are almost 1,000 
students including 19 in the theological 
school. These preacher students go out 
three Sundays each month in teams to 
preach to the surrounding villages near 
Kimpese.

Dendale Church at Leopoldville, British Congo, were glad of it. 

High building costs had prevented the people from ordering a pulpit and com- 
munion table for their new church building, and an African carpenter volunteered 
to build the pulpit. 

Time was short. The carpenters worked until the last minute finishing the pulpit 
and rushed it into the church building at 3:35 for the service which should have 
begun at 3:30. They placed it in the front of the building to the delight of a 
crowded congregation, then were relieved to know that the speaker still had not 
come. He arrived ten minutes later.

Asian Youth Conference Planned 


A second Asian Baptist Youth Con- 
ference will be held in Japan in 1961, 
Seiji Akiba writes. Asian Baptist youth 
held their first conference in Hong Kong 
in 1956. 

Mr. Akiba, vice-chairman of the Youth 
Committee of the Shinseikai Baptist Group, 
affliated with American Baptists in Japan, 
serves also the Japanese Baptists who are 
making plans to send at least one repre- 
sentative to the Baptist Youth World Con- 
ference in Toronto next summer. 


Liberty Threatened 


Ceylon’s Prime Minister, Solomon W. R. 
D. Bandaranaike, announced that religious 
bodies will not be permitted to open new 
schools in this country. He said the deci- 
sion had been made at a special conference 
attended by the Ministers of Education and 
Finance. His announcement came after a 
Buddhist Committee of Enquiry had urged 
the government to place all schools and 
social welfare agencies under state control 
and operation. Buddhists are the largest 
group in Ceylon. The announcement 
brought an immediate protest from Philip 
Disanayake, general manager of Roman 
Catholic schools. who said Catholics “must 
insist on the right to open denominational 
schools wherever needed.”

Baptists Enter City of Brazil in Force 


Baptists had no work in Cachoeira do 
Sul, a city of 30,000 people in the state of 
Rio Grande do Sul, Brazil, until early 1957 
when nine theological students, five pas- 
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tors, and about 20 volunteer workers went 
there for eight days of intensive evangelis- 
tic effort. Now Baptist work is firmly 
established in the city, though there is no 
full-time worker available to direct the 
work, the Southern Baptist Foreign Mis- 
sion Board reports. 

During the days of the campaign five 
street meetings were held in different sec- 
tions of town each day; and main meetings 
were held in the public square, in the very 
heart of town, each evening. Baptists had 
two radio programs each day, one on each 
of the local stations, and an average of 20 
spot announcements per. day on each 
station. The city was sown with posters, 
handbills, and tracts. Three, and some- 
times four, automobiles roamed the town 
for hours each day, announcing the meet- 
ings. 

The revival meetings resulted in more 
than 1000 decisions of one kind or another, 
but with many they were manifestations of 
interest rather than definite professions. 


500 Conversions Reported 


Twenty Mississippi Baptist pastors and 
other leaders returned home in late Octo- 
ber from a 30-day “mission” to South 
America. There were 500 conversions dur- 
ing the meetings. 

Dr. Chester L. Quarles, executive secre- 
tary-treasurer of the Mississippi Baptist 
Convention, said the group spent most of 
the month preaching in Argentina. Its 
members made talks in churches, civic 
clubs, high schools, universities, and over 
the radio. They had been invited to Argen- 
tina by the Argentine Mission, comprised 
of Baptist missionaries and native denomi- 
national officials. 


Australasia 


Queensland Youth Going to Toronto 


The Queensland Baptist advertises “the 
opportunity of a Youth Time” to young 
people in the Baptist Union of Queensland, 
encouraging their attendance at the Fifth 
Baptist Youth World Conference in Toronto 
June 27-July 2, 1958. The Rev. J. H. 
Knights urges that the young people of 
Queensland plan to travel in ship or plane 
to Vancouver, then visit Banfi and the 
Canadian Rockies enroute to Toronto. 
After Toronto the group would go by the 
Great Lakes and Niagara Falls to the 
Southern Baptist encampment at Ridge- 
crest, N.C. 


All-Baptist Faculty Urged 


Editor N. R. Wood of the New Zealand 
Baptist admits astonishment that “anyone 
would have been disturbed by the state- 
ment that applicants for the Baptist Col- 
lege of New Zealand, our theological 
school, should be convinced Baptists and 
that those who thought one denomination 
was as good as another should seek service 
elsewhere.” 

Editor Wood explains his position: 

“Such a statement, blunt though it may 
‘be, makes no reflections on any other de- 
nomination or any man who seeks service 
in another denomination. But it does face 
facts. There is a vital difference in the 
theological concepts of government by 
bishops such as exists in the Church of 
England and of the congregational policy 
of our Baptist churches. There is a world 
of difference between the ideas of God, of

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salvation and of the church underlying 
infant sprinkling, and those underlying our 
practice of believer’s baptism. 

“The vague idea floating around in some 
ecumenical circles and in some strongly 
evangelistic groups that one denomination 
‘is as good as another needs to be tested at 
the bar of scripture and of church history. 
‘Some denominations are very much nearer 
the truth than others. Have we modern 
Baptists lost the courage to face that fact? 
Or have we reduced Christian truth to the 
lowest common denominator? Nothing but 
good can come to our young people who 
have the honesty to face the fact that de- 
nominations are a very mixed bag. That 
fact is much better faced before any stu- 
dent goes to college. Those who wish for 
scriptural authority for this general posi- 
tion will find it in I Tim. 1:18-20; 4: 12-16; 
II Tim. 2:15; I Peter 3:15; I John 2:19, 
4:1, and similar passages.”

Autumn Missions Conducted 
by British Students

Baptist Student Federation, consisting 
of 17 societies in English universities, has 
developed an Autumn Mission program 
which has grown into a major cooperative 
movement between college students and the 
churches. 

This September, five teams were sent out 
to areas varying from industrial centers 
and country towns to select residential 
areas. 

Over the years there have been a great 
variety of missions, tackling jobs as dis- 
tinct as preparing the ground for a new 
church to a blitz on a town with eight 
churches. The normal team is about 20 
strong, usually drawing its members from 
two or more universities. Average time for 
a mission is 12 days. Team members are 
drawn from all faculties in the universities 
—medicine, history, classics and physics. 

The missions have a special emphasis on 
working with small groups and personal 
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witness. Visiting, sometimes covering a 
large area door to door, takes up most of 
the time. There are only a few special 
meetings, perhaps a film or youth rally, but 
most of the work is done through the nor- 
mal activities of the church. Some mis- 
sions make house groups a speciality, meet- 
ing in various church members’ sitting 
rooms for informal discussions. 

A mission must have the cooperation of 
the church. The church invites the team 
to augment its normal evangelistic activity, 
and is active in every part of the work. 
Preparation of both church and mission 
team members begins usually in January, 
with details worked out through corre- 
spondence, visits and study in the inter- 
vening months. 

The results of such missions are many 
but it cannot be over stressed that on the 
human level cooperation is the key. For 
the team it is always a time of deepening 
experience and vision, to discover what it 
really means to follow Christ. For churches 
there is often a new lease of life in Christ’s 
service, and things that were started with 
the team become a regular part of church 
life. 


Sunday School Studied 


A gradual decline in Sunday School at- 
tendance in Britain since the beginning of 
this century has drawn the attention of 
church and educational leaders, according 
to Dr. F. Townley Lord, writing in The 
W atchman-Examiner. 

Recent conferences trying to re-think 
and re-shape church policies regarding 
Sunday School work have concluded that: 
“the family must be seen as the unit in 
evangelism and Christian education; good 
organization and teacher-training are more 
important than ever; regular church wor- 
ship is important for every scholar; good- 
will is essential between church and Sun- 
day School; the minister’s attitude, inter- 
est and knowledge of Christian education 
is formative.” 

Dr. Lord says that “two statements sum- 
marize the point of view of the report: 1) 
The pastoral care of every child from the 
day of his birth is the greatest single fac- 
tor leading to success or failure in our 
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work. 2) The outstanding success of the 
few is a challenge to the many.” 

“In general,” Dr. Lord says, “it will be 
seen that the main concern is that Sunday 
School work should be more closely linked 
with home and church. In the churches of 
the North American continent I have 
visited I have been impressed by the fact 
that it is the whole church which assem- 
bles for Sunday School for Biblical instruc- 
tion. I would myself name this as one of 
the most important factors in recent church 


advance in the USA.” 


The Taylors Conduct Crusades 


A series of evangelistic crusades are 
being conducted in England this fall and 
winter by the Taylor brothers, Dr. Charles 
Taylor and Dr. Laurie Taylor of the USA. 
The brothers are the sons of a British 
evangelist, and are being well-received on 
their return to England. 

Their Crusade began in London, Septem- 
ber 29, at the Woodberry Down Baptist 
Church, then moved to the Muswell Hill 
Baptist Church, and next to the Queen’s 
Road Baptist Church in Wimbledon. They 
will be at the High Road Baptist Church, 
Ilford, December 1-16; at West Croydon 
Tabernacle, December 29-January 13; at 
Dawes Road Baptist Church, Fulham, 
January 19-February 3; at Lewin Baptist 
Church, Streatham, February 9-23; at 
Central Church, Orford Road, Waltham- 
stow, March 2-17; Woodgrange Baptist 
Church, Forest Gate, March 23-April 7; 
and Woolwich Tabernacle, April 13-28. 


Spanish Work Enlarges 


Four new churches, located in Madrid, 
Barcelona, Murcia and Granollers, were 
admitted to the Spanish Baptist Union 
when that body held its national conven- 
tion at Barcelona in September. The Union 
also established a cooperative program to 
help dependent churches and to finance 
committees and agencies of the Union. 

Some 125 messengers from 38 churches 
were present for the meeting which fea- 
tured the theme, “The Providence of God.”

The Rev. Henri Vincent, member of the 
BWA Executive since 1950, has been presi- 
dent of the Baptist Federation of France 
since 1932, but this has not been the ex- 
tent of his efforts in the cause of Christ. 
One of the most prominent and responsible 
leaders in the French Baptist movement, 
he has found time for the duties of active 
pastorates. 

During the war he served as a chaplain 
in the French army, risking his life in the 
services of his fellowmen until he was 
taken prisoner at Dunkirk. After his re- 
lease he was an active member of the 
French resistance movement, helping many 
Jewish people, as well as many of his fel- 
low Christians, to escape from the Nazi 
soldiers. Since the end of the war he has 
had a large part in the Protestant move- 
ment to aid in the Christian rehabilitation 
of France. 

Mr. Vincent is a graduate of Paris Uni- 
versity in France and Colgate Rochester 
Divinity School, Rochester, N. Y., USA. 





cial guest at the sessions, expressed hope 
that Baptists in Spain and Portugal will 
cooperate more closely in preaching the 
gospel in the Iberian Peninsula. 

Juan Perez, pastor of Albacete Baptist 
Church, was elected president of the Span- 
ish Baptist Union. Reports from standing 
committees indicated a steady though not 
spectacular progress in the distribution of 
books and magazines, the Christian educa- 
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tion of young people, and the preaching 
of the gospel in Spain. 

The chairman of the Union’s legal com- 
mittee warned that, contrary to statements 
by some newspapers, the problem of civil 
marriage for evangelicals is worse instead 
of better. He cited several cases of young 
people who have been waiting for many 
months because the local judge refuses to 
marry them. 


Russians Return to Seminary 


Four Russian Baptist theological stu- 
dents who were enrolled in Bristol and 
Spurgeon’s Colleges last year have re- 
turned to London for a second year of 
study after spending the summer vacation 
at home. They are Michael Zhidkov and 
Anatoli Kirukhanstev, students in Spur- 
geon’s College, and Ilya Orlov and Mat- 
thew Mellnik, at Bristol College. Two 
other students from Russia are expected 
to arrive within the next few weeks, ac- 
cording to The Baptist Times. 


Italy Needs More Missionaries 


The Baptist Union of Italy, consisting 
of 57 churches and 41 stations, has reiter- 
ated an urgent appeal for more missionary 
couples to serve in Italy as pioneer evan- 
gelists and pastors. There is no Baptist 
witness in 63 of Italy’s 92 provinces. 

The Italian Union Executive Committee 
voted: “The Committee of the Union, faced 
with the needs of our field and the scarce 
number of students qualified for the minis- 
try, recognized the necessity of requesting 
missionaries in order to complete the pas- 
toral activity and organization of Italy.” 





North America 


American Baptist Missions 
Becoming More Indigenous 


A report from the American Baptist 
Foreign Mission Societies of New York 
reveal that their 422 missionaries have been 
joined in the field by 3,702 national work- 
ers, as the mission movement swings more 
and more to indigenous leadership. 

This report lists 4,428 churches on over- 
seas mission fields cooperating with ABC, 
with 3,703 of these being self-supporting. 
The churches have a total membership of 
538,414, and reported 13,586 baptisms dur- 
ing 1956. The Societies’ mission schools 
have an enrollment of 163,313 students and 
a faculty of 7,058 national teachers. They 
operate 21 hospitals and 58 dispensaries. 

Dr. Edward B. Willingham, executive 
secretary, explained that statistics are in 
some cases incomplete. This is due, for 
instance, to insurrections in Assam and 
Burma, which cripple communications and 
make travel difficult. But the reports that 
do come from these areas indicate that, de- 
spite great difficulties, general work is 
continuing and Christians demonstrate 
self-sacrificing loyalty. 

Work opportunities are increasing in 
India, and evangelistic opportunities are 
abundant in the Philippines, Japan, Hong 
Kong and Thailand, his report stated. 

In the Belgian Congo, recent months 
made history by the admission of Africans 
to the meeting in Leopoldville of the Congo 
Protestant Council. They were equal par- 
ticipants with other delegates. Baptist 
churches related to American Baptist work 
appointed as their’ delegate the Rev. Jean

A. S. Haney, Jr., a tough-looking deputy sheriff in Dallas, Texas, with the build 
of a football player, has exchanged his pistol and handcuffs for a Bible. He 
resigned to become pastor of the Red Springs church in Texarkana, Texas. “Police 
work has always fascinated me, but I know the Lord has called me to the ministry,” 


he said. “It’s as simple as that.” 
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Lubikulu, pastor of the Leopoldville 
Church, who made an outstanding con- 
tribution to the sessions. Mr. Lubikulu 
was also chosen as the one Congolese 
pastor to represent Protestants at meetings 
in Accra and Nigeria in December 1957, a 
source of joy to Leopoldville and to the 
Congo Church. 


Southern Baptists Adopt 
Record Missions Budget 


The Southern Baptist Foreign Mission 
Board adopted the largest budget in its 
112-year history—$9,633,162—at its an- 
nual meeting in Richmond, Va. Southern 
Baptists now have missionaries in 38 
countries. 

Dr. George W. Sadler, retiring secretary 
for Africa, Europe, and the Near East, was 
named by the Board as a special repre- 
sentative for Europe. He will supervise 
Baptist relief work for that continent and 
direct construction of churches for refugees 
in West Germany. 

The new secretary for Africa, Europe, 
and the Near East, Dr. Cornell Goerner, 
told the board that “We need to strengthen 
our staff in the Arab world, not only in 
order that we might do better what we 
have been doing, but also to be in a posi- 
tion to take full advantage of any change 
in psychology in the future.” 


Baptist Services in Cathedral 


Dr. Edward H. Pruden of the First Bap- 
tist Church of Washington, D.C., spoke 
from the pulpit of the Washington (Epis- 
copal) Cathedral at a service sponsored 
there by the American Baptist Convention 
in early November. Dr. Pruden is a former 
president of the American Baptist Con- 
vention, and is a member of the Executive 
Committee of BWA. 

The service was one of a series at the 
Cathedral to mark the fiftieth anniversary 
of the start of its construction as “A House 
of Prayer for all People.” 

Dr. Pruden warned that too much 
emphasis on religious freedom and too 
little on the responsibility of Christians 
to cooperate can lead to anarchy. “While

we have a great deal to say about man’s 
right to differ, we need to say a lot more 
about his need to cooperaie,” Dr. Pruden 
declared. “To glorify freedom as an end 
in itself is an invitation te anarchy.” 


Royal Ambassadors Plan Anniversary 


Royal Ambassadors, a mission study and 
church training organization for boys, or- 
ganized by Southern Baptists in 1908, will 
celebrate its 50th anniversary next year. 
Started originally by the Woman’s Mission- 
ary Union, the organization now is spon- 
sored by the Brotherhood Commission of 
Southern Baptists. 

More than 135,000 boys are members of 
the 16,160 R. A. Chapters in the USA and 
28 other countries. A crowd of 8,000 is 
expected to attend the second Southern 
Baptist R. A. Congress in Fort Worth, 
Texas, August 12-14, 1958. 


Dr. Lord Takes Furman Post 


Dr. F. Townley Lord, London minister 
and past president of the Baptist World 
Alliance, has accepted a position on the 
faculty at Furman University, Greenville, 
S.C., for the 1958-59 school year. Dr. Lord 
is retiring from the pastorate. He retired 
in 1956 from editorship of The Baptist 
Times, London. 


Dr. Dawson Honored 


Baylor University, a Southern Baptist 
school at Waco, Texas, is seeking $250,000 
to establish a Chair on Church and State. 
‘The professorship will be named in honor 
‘of Dr. Joseph M. Dawson, formerly Execu- 
tive Director of the Baptist Joint Commit- 
tee on Public Affairs in Washington, D.C. 


Joint Committee Elects 


The Rev. W. Barry Garrett, Jr., editor 
of the Baptist Beacon of Arizona, has been 
named associate director of the Baptist 
Joint Committee on Public Affairs in Wash- 
ington. 

Dr. C. Emanuel Carlson, director, said 
Garrett’s primary responsibility in the 
newly-created post will be to expand the 
committee’s information services.
